Unlike the preceding volumes， 
the texts in this one range from 
Several pages to a mere one or 
two lines taken from documents 
whose existence was not Previ- 
ously known. The book contains 
none of the many articles of the 
period about Sino-Soviet relations， 


The new volume quoted Mao's 
sayings on U.S.-China relations. 
He said that Peking is not in a 
hurry te-estabjlish_relations with 
Washington.” “We take this 
policy,，said Mao，to rob as much 
as possible the poljitical assets of 
the United States; so that she w 计 
be in an isolated and unreasonable 
posicion. 

Your United States wi 刘 l not 
Tecognize us in a hundred years,” 


:Mao added. “I do not believe you 


will recognize us in a hundred and 
one years. One day the U.S. will 
establish relations with us. At that 
time，Americans will come to 
China to look around，and then 
they will feel it's too late. Because 
China will have changed，Our 
houses are clean. The“four pests” 
are gone，They can't find too- 
many of their friends around.

Top Level Decisions 


With the recent strains in， Washington-Moscow 
relations ranging from the interruption of strategic 
arms talks to U.S9. Seizure of Soviet fishing vessels， 
the_ Carter administration seems to be showing 
renewed interest :in moving toward full diplomatic 
relations with Peking. State Department officials say 
they expect Secretary Vance to visit China later this 
year, most likely in November. 

Christopher Phillips， director of the National 
Council for U.S9.-China Trade, has just returned from 
Peking.， He met Vance last week and told the 
secretary “the Chinese have made it very clear that 
trade is linked to _ normal relations.” Phillips told 
reportes after the meeting that he had the strong 
impression Vance Supports the policy of moving 
rapidly toward establishment of full diplomatic 
relations with the People's Republic. 
9igns from Taipei also _ indicated that the 
Nationalists were afraid of a sudden -break of 
relations with Washington.， Rumors such_ as the 
purchase of lsraeli Missiles, the attempts to link-up 
with Moscow, and the building up of an arsenal all 
originated from Taipei.， Agents from Taipeli report- 
edly have also stepped up their lobbying activities 
on Gapitol Hill. 

Wehavelong urged the White House and the State 
Department consult with the Chinese American 
community in shaping a_new U:9.-China_policy. 
There have been no community inputs in the past， 
and we doubt the Carter Administration will listen to 
the Chinese American community now. 

Whether Washingtor will normalize its relations 
with Peking remains a top level decision. We may 
one day get up in the morning and find that the Pres- 
ident has done it. 图 


DON'T CUT HEALTH CENTER FUNDS 


The Mayor's Office has released his proposed budget for 
fiscal year 1977/78 for the city's Gommunity Mental 
Health Services，Northeast Mental Health Center, serving 
Chinatown/North Beach as well as the Tenderloin and 
South of Market，could sustain cuts totaling $530;000 
should the Mayor's budget be adoptedqd， The proposed 
budget was developed without input from elther the 
.Northeast Mental Health -Center staff nor the District 
No.-4 Citizens Advisory Board. 

According to the Center, these cuts will mean curtail- 
ment of services，with the possibijlity of closing one or 
moreNEMHC facilities，Future funding of the Center will 
be jeopardized as Federal funding sources question the 
city's commitment to mental health servlces，

The minority groups Protested 
that a new set of hiring procedures 
proposed by a faculty-stafft Per- 
Sonnel Practices Committee com- 
pletely excluded community and 
student input into the teacher 
hiring process for the adult 
education Centers Division，The 
Centers Division operates seven 
community _ college centers in 
various neighborhoods in the city. 
The student population within the 
Division is approximately two- 
thirds minority，while the faulty 
and administration is about one- 
fourth minority， 

EXCLUSION 

Two faculty members ofthePer- 
sonnel Practices Committee，Ray 
Berard and Marlene Baker，de- 
fended the exclusion of commun- 
ity and student representation on 
teacher interview panels on the 
ground that such input would be 
“non-professional.”

tradiction with each other 

The foreign policy conservatives 
want a tough approach toward 
the Soviets everywhere in the 
world， They view the Soviet 
Union as an expansionist totali- 
tarian nation intent on gaining 
Superiority over the U.S. 

The most influential of these， 
symbolized by harqline Washing- 
ton Democrat Henry Jackson，are 
descendants not of the old pre-war 
isolationists but of the post-war 
liberal cold warriors，Their chief 
constituency is organized labor. 

RESTORE 

The “moderates， largely 
northern and western Democrats 
and jliberal eastern Republicans， 
want to restore the vitality of U.S， 
traditional ties to Europe，Japan 
and other allies, in order to estab- 
lish a peaceful economic rather 
than military world. 

The 1liberals 一 exemplified by 
South Dakotas Democratic Sens， 
Ceorge McGovern and James 
Abourezk，who recently visited 
Cuba 一 want a progressive U.S， 
policy toward the Third World. 

Taking the priority concerns of 
each of these three factions，one 
can Sketch out a theoretical model 
of a foreign policy that would 
appeal to each， This would

gram of political，economic and 
even limited military Support for 
Progressive Third World 
countries，linked with a_ rejection 
of policies that would put the U.S. 
on a collision course with a Third 
World country tied to the Soviet 
Union， 


KEY 
While Carters position on 
human rights and the Moscow 
arms talks have pleased the 


foreign policy conservatives，the 
President needs ammunition to 
convince the Soviets he can stand 
behind such gestures， There is 
only one way the U.S. could now 
make a policy of containment of 
the Soviet Union work over the 
long run: alliance with China. 
There is not much possibility 
the U.S，could repeat its post- 
World War II feat of creating 
powerful new NATO forces to 
stand up against the Soviets in 
卫 astern Europe. And there is little 


chance the U.S， could mobilize 
Significant new troop strength 
within the country ta put into 
了 urope， 


That leaves China. China has a 
powerful army that could easily 
be multiplied with its vast 
population resources， 

Now equipped with'` obsolete 
weaponry， the Chinese army 
could ， get Sophisticated ”new 
technology only from the U.S. If 
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the two countries agree to such an 
arrangement, then the Soviets w 计 
face a quantum increase in the 
threat on their eastern borders 一 
not SO much because of the 
weapons but because a U.S.- 
China alliance will finally have 
come into being. 
RISK 

Any other method of pressuring 
and containing the Soviets would 
risk alienating an element of the 
foreign policy consensus. Involve- 
ment in Africa would evoke the 
Spectre of a new Vietnam and 
arouse liberal opposition， Upping 
U.S.， forces in Western Europe 
could risk World War III. 

Jackson and Carter energy czar 
James Schlesinger have for some 
time been ardent advocates of a 
China alliance， But even key 
ideological conservatives ”favor 
selling arms to the Chinese as a 
way of containing the Soviets，as 
Ronald Reagan advocated with 
Schlesingers advice during 1last 
years primaries， 

Carter has also made key moves 
in areas that would please 
moderates and liberals. 


The Mondale trip to Western 
Europe and Japan did more than 
underscore the importance of 
these countries for the U.S.- It 
affirmed the fact of undisputed 
U.S，leadership of the advanced 
industrial countries at a time 
when Western Europe is facing 
what may be its gravest challenge 
Since the late 1940s: weakening 
economies accompanied by a rise 


to power of the_ left and a- 
TesUurgence of right-wing forces. 
DEMANDS 


These pojlicy thrusts have gone a 
long way to meet the demands of 
moderate internationalists who 
accused Nixon and Kissinger of 
Sacrificing traditional allies for the 
Sake of an intricate triangular 
Strategy involving the Soviet 
Union and China. 

The appointment of Andrew 
Young as ambassador to the UN 
and the Administration's surpris- 
ling new opening_ toward Cuba 
have set the tone for Carter's 
emer- 
emerging Third World policy. 
The Cuba policy is especially 
Significant ， because unlike the 
earlier breakthrough to China，i 
represents a thaw with a Third 


Wesley Fisher， 
Asian Scholar 
Dies at Lansing 


EAST LANSING，Michigan 一 
Wesley R. Fishel, long a. scholar of 
East Asian affairs，and a pro- 
fessor of political science at 
Michigan State University，died 
April 14 following a stroke，He 
was 57. 

He had been a controversial 
figure because of his role as chief 
advisor of the MSU advisory group 
in Vietnam in the late 1950s. 
South Vietnam president Diem 
ordered the MSU project sus- 
pended because some of its mem- 
bers, including Fishel, had written 
criticisms of his regime， 

He was a member of the core 
faculty of the University's Asian 
Studies Center and was instru- 
mental in setting WUp the center's

In contrast to Nixon，who kept 
up the most stubborn hostility 
toward Cuba，Carters positive 
approach to Castro _ could help 
Swing around that considerable 
body of liberal _ opinion in 
Congress that a decade ago started 
the break-away from bipartisan- 
ship over Vietnam . 

There are, of course，contradic- 
tions 一 and risks 一 in any policy 
that incorporates such， diverse 
elements. 

How could the U.S. warm up to 
Cuba at the same time Castro and 
Brezhnev_ are discussing how to 
bring the front-line states of 
Southern Africa into the Soviet- 
Cuba side? 


FRIEND 
How could the U.S，hope to 
Teorganize NATO to counter- 


balance growing Soviet strength in 
Eastern 了 urope while accepting 
the growing power of Euro-com- 
munist Parties that regard the 
Soviet Union as friend and not 
foe? 

And above all， how could the 
U.S$. seek an alliance with China 
without terrifying the Russians 
and perhaps inciting them to some 
rash acts? 

One explanation makes all these 


contradictions and risks under- 
standable， however: Carter's 
Primary aim is reconsolidating 


political support behind him in 
Congress and the country as a 
whole, Nixon and Kissinger used 
foreign policy to advance the 
interests of the U.S. throughonut 
the world. Carter is mareuvering 
with foreign policy in order to 
construct Political consensus at 
home.

“In The Realm Of The Senses” 
is an example of a new film genre， 
“hardcore art.”A film of dazzling 
intensity， Senses” is a case study 
of passion in the extreme: 

Like an eighteenth century 
artist， director Nagisa Oshima 
etches tableau after tableau inter- 
twining the two lovers in an ever- 
escalating path to mutual destruc- 
tion. What starts out as-an erotic 
relationship becomes terrifying 
and a death pact. 


The film is based on a true 
incident that stunned the Japanese 
people in 1936, Oshima “paints” 
in his movie 1like “shunga” or 
“Spring drawings,” the Asian 
tradition of erotic paints and 
prints. Shunga wood-block prints 
flourished in Japan between 1660 
and 1860. 

VERSIONS 

“Senses” is more in tune with 
the uninhibited sexuality of 18th 
century Japan than it is with 
Sexual attitudes today，either here 
or in Japan. The scenes of male 
and female nudity and inter- 
course are too strong for the 
Japanese censors and Oshima had

Oshima (Boy,” “The Cere- 
mony， “Diary of a Shinjuku- Bur- 
glar ) is known for films of sharp 
social and political criticism .In 
“Senses”soeial criticism is irrele- 
vant and secondary to the rela- 
tionship between the two people. 
The outside worldq is shut out and 
the director is impassioned as he 
examines the two lovers micro- 
scopically， 

CHANGES 

The best scenes in the filmare 
those that reveal the changes in 
character of the two lovers. The 
photography is magnificent. Kich- 
izo deep in thought by the side of 
a road as a parade of soldqiers pass 
by 一 the world outside has no 
meaning for him, or heis frozen in 
time with his lover. 

The film's major weakness is 
that many of the situations slowly 
repeat themselves, varying only in 
emotional intensity and sexual 
position. The audience has a good 
idea that the woman will even- 
tually kill her lover and cut off his 
organ，but the final scenes are 
nonetheless grizzly and not for the 
squeamish . 

“In The Realm Of The Senses” 
is limited in scope and should not 
be overrated because of its daring. 
But Oshima is a talented director， 
and if graphic sex and fine camer- 
awork is what you are looking for， 
the film is at the Clay Theatre. 
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Hong Kong Viewed as 
Exporter of Violence

HONG KONG 一 This tiny 
British crow colony has a big 
quota of bad guys and spills them 
all over the world, particularly to 
the United States，This is the 
impression of some ”observers 
abroad on the basis of the number 
of persons arrested on smuggling 
of narcotics and other nefarious 
trade in Japan，Netherlands and 
elsewhere， and  ， especially for 
yiolence in Chinese communities 
in American cities， 


Criminal offenses committed in 
Chinese communities in the 
United States were mostly by 
young men emigrated from Hong 
Kong，and most of them were 
homicide cases，spoiling the good 
reputation of overseas Chinese for 
their peaceful pursuits and 
support of law and order. There is 
comfort that some of the law- 
breakers are now in jail，while 
others are drawing police atten- 
tion, 


SPORTINGC 

Imprisonment in the Unitec 
States is not So horrible to these 
youngsters from Hong 和 ong in 
view of the condqitions of the 
pententaries here, It is considered 
fairly comfortable as compared 
with those in Hong Kong and in 
China，The crime rate in this 
colonial enclave has been on the 
rise for some years oOwing to the 
virtual abolition of the death 
sentence and possibly early release 
for good ， behavior or other 
reasons. So the thugs think there is 
asporting chance in crime. 


Another cause of the offenses is 
that the youngsters were used to 
an easy livelihood while on China 
and later in Hong Kong，because 
they had been supported by 
parents or close relatives in Hong 
Kong and abroad. They studied 
Russian Kwangtung province and 
were afraid, while in -Hong 上 Kong， 
that English was equally difficult. 
In the U.S. they had been unable 
therefore to find suitable jobs 
except manual work， too 
strenuous and lowly for these 
Scions， 


In any event，the world thinks 
that Hong Kong has plenty of bad 
guys，or at least militant guys， 
This notion prevails ”abroad 
through the movies made in Hong 
Kong since they are mostly abonut 
bad guys and broads. At first there 
was Sword play, but this has been 
replaced by fist 提 ghts known as 
“kung fu"， which surprisingly 
caught the fancy'of people in the 


United States，Europe and else- 
where， 
PUGNACIOUS 

The movie actor Bruce Lee who 
died in 1973 was responsible for 
many of the fist films，Hence， 
there has been a nation abroad 
that people in Hong Kong are 
pugnacious and fond of violence， 
Local newspapers ITun stories 
every day about mugging in 
streets and robberies at homes in 
which the victims are invaiably 
stabbed and/or eventually die 
from the injuries. 

These films were said to be 
well-received in America to the 
bewilderment “of level-headed 
people here，for the 划 ighting is 
artificial and fantastic, such as one 
man 全 ghting five or Six at one 
time, In a tight corner，Bruce Lee 
and his successors could leap up 
twleve feet and land on the roof of 
a _ rural structure，Rough necks， 
leisured people and beilwdered 
youths flocked to local theaters 
showing these Chinese pictures as 
they, like the Chinatown trouble- 
makers，do not understand much 
English. 下 ducated Chinese here 
much prefer watching the third 
rate American and British televis- 
ion films to seeing “kung fu” 
IOovies， 

MASHERS 

Currently local theaters have 
continued to show Chinese film 
about sex and violence,，such as 


Dragons Live ”Again (abonut 
fighting Bruce Lee style)，Shao 
Lin Temple Buddhist Monk 


(where men of peace fight with 
ferocity) and 飞 Mysterious Lady 
Killer (in which women wearing 
scanty attire struggle in life and 
death blows with masher- 
rapists)， 

At one time,， the militant filmas 
were turned out by all local movie 
studios to meet local and overseas 
demands; but，by this time，the 
public anywhere must be tired of 
seeing such absurd entertainment 
and prefer seeing something more 
sensible. In reality，Hong Kong 
Chinese are no more militant and 
violent than those on Taiwan， 
mainland China or anywhere. 
Only filmmakers who dished up 
the idea think that “kung fu” 
pictures might be a novelty, 

To reduce Chiantown distur- 
bances such as in those in New 
York, young Chinese seeking entry 
to the U.S$，should be carefully 
Screened by the U.S， Consulate 
here and punishment should be 
handed down by American courts
